The program this 
year wiU be covered jartially 
by federal funds and the rest 
from local school funds.

Deprived 
CMldren 
Get Aid 

PR. ANNE BOROUGH-Fed- 
eral aid has bew ^proved for 
a $419,900 program to aid cul- 
turally disadvantaged children 
In greater Virginia Beach dur- 
ing the 1967-68 school year, 
which began this week. 

The federal programs office 
of the Virginia Department of 
Education announced that the 
aid, under provisions of Title 
I of the Elementary and Sec- 
ondary Education Act of 1965 
(89-10 program), has been 
granted. 

It will benefit 1,645 children 
less fortunate than about 36,000 
other students in the city's 
40 pubUc schools. 

Virginia Beach will use Its 
total tentative maximum Title I 
allocations for 1967-68 for the 
third consecutive year of a 
project entitled "Bridging the 
Gap." The project Is designed 
for pupils in grades one through 
12 and offers educational activi- 
ties in art, cultural enrichment, 
readily, special education, and 
speech therapy. Health and psy- 
chological services wiU be 
available as ^eded. 

Also Included in Uie {H-oject 
will be the use of a curriculum 
materials c«rter and in-service 
trainii^ for the staff of 11 ele- 
mentary teachers, five secon- 
dary teachers, 16 special 
educatlmtttchers, eight super- 
visors and admlalstrators, a 
guidance counselor, an atten- 
dance worker and three wx%m 
and a {^idan, the agracy 
sakl.

Ooe <rf the advantages of ETV 
is ttot it can use a wide var- 
iety of visual aids and staff 
people that a single school could 
not afford, Morgan said. Les- 
sons can be better planned and 
prepared because the TV tea- 
cher has more resources. 

Films and film strips can 
often be presented more eff- 
ectively via television, because 
more classrooms can be served 



simlltaneouslywlth a saving on 
teacher effort, films, project- 
ors and shades. 

He also said television tends 
to promote close concentration, 
good note takfnf and a greater 
personal responsibility for 
learning on the part of older 
students. Plus, teachers of 
special subjects such as art 
and music can distribute their 
services and instruction effect- 
ively through television. 

It can be used to teach highly 
specialized courses for which it 
is imixjssible to find the re- 
quired number of teachers to 
staff each school (Russian lan- 
guage, the operation of an IBM 
computer, for examples.)

Another problem is that 
schools tn neighboring cities 
have different opening and clos- 
ing hours. "This may force 
some uniformity in scheduling," 
Morgan commented.. 

"Television can't providethe 
face to face contact of the 
classroom teacher," he said. 
"That's important too. 

"Television is a teaching aid 
and should be regarded as such." 

Parents should not fear that 
their children will be watching 
television all day. Although pro- 
grams are scheduled for child- 
ren of kindergarten age through 
high school, most students will 
see only one or two programs 
per week. 

Elmer Tarrall, a supervisor 
for secondarxschools^and^ 
Bruce McGuire, director of ele- 
mentary school administration, 
are serving on the HRETA in- 
struction committee for Vir- 
ginia Beach, 

Morgan spent 10 days in North 
Carolina last spring observing 
educational televisioh inChapel 
Hill, Raleigh, Fayetteville, 
Durham and Greensboro.

"I think I can speak for 
most school principals in saying 
that parents are more than 
welcome tu visit their children's 
schools and see what's going 
into the program," said Morgan. 




Ready for School 

A reminder to motorists that schools have opened again has been 
posted at all Virginia Beach public schools.

The state of Virginia (or 
commonwealth, if you prefer) 
hot for many years had a sys- 
tem whereby counties and some 
cities, if they choose, can hire 
state farm prisoners to do work 
which others will not do in 
this age of "gimme for nothing."

is economical. The city govern- 
ment of greater Virginia Beach 
and other Virginia communities 
have been saving money for 
years in that fashion. 

And for anyone who wants a 
lesson on economics, look at 
the neighboring city of Norfolk. 
The city government's employe 
rolls are so glutted that taxes 
may go sky higher. The better- 
grade workers- reportedly are 
fleeing to more pleasant sur- 
roundings. 

Our growing city can learn 
from its neighbors. In the case 
of economy, we can iearn les- 
sons from Norfolk about pos- 
sibly what not to do. We feel 
sure Mr. Brown and the 1968 
General Assembly will agree, 
when they think of the taxpayers.

One of the 
elements of the economy that has felt, and is continuing to feel, 
the impact of the home mortgage situation is retail sales 
specifically in the area of consumers' durable goods such as 
furniture and alliances.

Virginia Industrial Growth 



The state of Virginia has experienced "a 
steady rate of new plant growth in manu- 
facturing since 1960," with 339 new plants 
beginning operations in the commonwealth dur- 
beginning operations in the commonwealth 
during that period, according to a report 
from the Virginia Office of Industrial 
Development. 

The report, recently released, was pre- 
pared by John H. Hunter, Here are excerpts 
from it: 

"A total of 339 nfe« mEnufacturing plants 
began operations in Virginia from 1960 tnrough 
1966 and were still operating at the close of 
1966, These new plants provided job oppor- 
tunities for more than 35,000 employees. 
Employment per firm varied from 5 employees 
to nearly 2,000. Almost one-third of the new 
plants fell in the small employment range 
of less than 25 employees. TTjese plants ac- 
counted for only 3 per cent of total new em- 
ployment. Conversely, the eleven largest 
plants, only 3 per cent of the total, accounted 
for 28 per cent of new employment. See 
Chart 1 for a percentage distrUnition of new 
pU^s and tiieir employment. 

"Although the small plants have much l^s 
impact on employment, they are important 
to Virginia's economy, particularly if they 
st»uld locate tn an area wlQi little or no 
manufacturing. A plant with 500 or more 
employees makes a large imtact on employ- 
maA. TUs size plant would rarely be located 
in a v^rsely po{wlated area '

More than 
one-half of the area's new plant employment 
occurred in Richmond City. 

"Two other traditional manufacturing 
center s— Hampton Roais and Danville-Mar- 
tinsville— accounted for smaller proportions 
of new plant employment.

He's middle a si«ar uid 
sidce corner out of fittt vas 
imtU recently a slmmerincpol- 
itlca! pot.. .bad donned tbe 
manager's hat for ttie new-now 
Imperial Bakery at the corner 
of Laddn Road and Baltic Aven- 
ue. 

Not unlike the former occu> 
pants of tb.9 buildbig, Jtduuie 
Ghl has taken his apron off and 
put it bad( on more thui once 
since he's been in Virginia 
Beach. 

Each time, he's found that 
flour doesn't shake off as easily 
as he thought, .that his ovens 
and baker's cap were among his 
most cherished possesions, 
second only to his wife and three 
children. 

So eadi time he's tried to 
toss aside the rolUi% pin, it 
has rolled right back Into his 
hands , maybe not in the same 
kitchen, but settling in has 



never be«a <»e of Ghi's prob- 
lems: coming back has always 
been as easy as pie for him. 

His newest veirture, tending 
Qie ovens for the Imperial Bak- 
ery people, means only that 
Us custoraen, those people 
who've followed their noses on 
his sweets trail since he came 
here in 1951, wUl now find his 
sweets tlboip in ttie heart of the 
resort area. 

Ghl came here thenas amember 
of tbe Navy. In 1954. when he 
was discharged, he was still a 
more professional baker Uian 
he was when he entered the 
service in his home state of 
Connecticut. 

He'd learned his trade the 
hard way without benefit of 
formal culinary training. None- 
theless, he'd perfected it to 
the point that the Navy fuUy 
ai^>roved and signed him on 
as baker for the highly criti- 
cal seam ou 

Since leaving the Navy, he's 
moved in and out of several 



Beach boroughs, gathering 
prises along with customers. 
He holds four top-baker a- 
wards from Tidewater Food 
service Executive Associa- 
tion: two for decorated cakes 
(bis specialty), two for dough- 
nuts. 

Ghi's a die-hard for the 
ftom-scratch method of baking, 
has by-passed the short cuts 
and prepared-mixes in favor 
of his own unfailing recipes 
that he has accumulated over 
the years. 

There is no room for guess 
work or hit and miss methods 
in turning out consistently good 
baked products, Ghi empha- 
sized. 

"I follow recipes to the let- 
ter, and I use the scales every 
time. You could buy a cake here 
today and come in tomorrow 
and buy the same cake and it 
will taste exactly the same." 

Even the time he made a 



qtdck fix (Ml wedding cake, Ghi 
fiwears it tasted the same as 

it did when it left his kitchen. 

He was on the way to the 
wedding when it happened: an 
unexpected stop and since cakes 
don't wear seat belts, a well- 
decorated dashboard instead of 
cake. 

He hurried back to the shop, 
did a speedy patch Job and ttie 
bride, groom and pests to this 
day, Ghi said, are unaware of 
the near-tragedy. 

Since tile, he said, he carries 
extra icing with him. 

But for all their unfailing 
recipes and steady decorating 
hands, bakers, llkehomemak- 
ers, Ghi said, often find Qiem- 
selves with the mixer going 
round and round the butter and 
the hand going round and round 
an empty sugar bin. 

Incredible as it sounds, it 
does ha{>pen, and to the best of 
them Ghi said. 



So at 3 a.m. with all tbe 
burners going, niiat does he (k>? 

Exactly niiiat the lady of tbe 
house would do: run next door^ ^ 

but instead of a c\sp of sugar, 
the borrower might well be 
looking for a haiuiout of a hund- 
red pounds of sugar. 

He usually gets It. 

Contrary to what is generally 
thought, among themselves 
bakers are friendly folk indeed. 
That he is opening shop not too 
far from one already establish- 
ed here isn't expected to cause 
any rolling pins to fly. 

"Naw... these things don't 
han>en. I'm sure if I found my- 
self in a bind and needing help, 
I could call on them and Uiey'd 
come in a second to help me 
if they could." 

A little competition obvious- 
ly doesn't amount to a bag of 
buns among friends. 

Maybe it just puts the icing 
on the community's cake.

A Woman's Story 



Putting Sense i Freedom... But Not from Memories

Beginning today on these 
pages is a series of articies on 
finance written by a woman for 
the women. 

The author, Virginia Beach 
resident Betty McCiane, is a 
graduate of Dunbarton Coliege 
in Washington and, more re- 
cently, of the New Yoric Institute 
of Finance.

Women control over 80% ot 
ttte wealth in the United St^es. 
Over half the shareowners on 
the New York Stock Exchange 
are women. In spite of these 
statistics, Uie average woman 
knows very little about invest- 
ing. Wom«i typically let men do 
ttielr investing for them with 
DO questions asked. 

The American woman has 
a gre^ deal of influence in 
selecting the family car, food, 
clothing, and housing. Sur«ly 
she should have as much to say 
about the way her family's 
money is invested. 

Why should a woman l>eheU>- 
less about investmrats when die 
Is the one 1^ budgets, spente, 
and saves tite family lnc(mie? 
Her interest should extend b«> 
yond the meclttnics of daily 
living and into her fan^ly's 
future. Goals such as college 
education for the children and 
a secure retirement are vwy 
important to the American 
» woman, Iwt she seems to take 
little interest in the means 
ol achieving ttiesft goals. 

To (pwte ex-Senator Paul H. 
Dou^ tn a recent issue of 
VOGUE magazine: "Since time 
and mMiey are the two sub- 
stances out of idiich the web 
of life is largely woven, Ameri- 
can women have responsible 
duties which, in their hands, 
can become rewarding oppor- 
tunities." The Average woman 
in today's affluent Mciety does 
have some time and some 
money, however little. If she 
wUl use tiiese two factors to 
their best advantage, she can 
be a great help to her over 
worked iudwod in reaching 




I remained in luis concent- 
ration camp until Christmas, 
but now I could go out and 
walk. Of course the German 
patrols were all over the place, 
watching, and when we walked, 
we had to walk with our hands 
on our heads. Also, we had 
to leave a space, I would say 
about a meter, between you 
and the person in front of you. 
But we could sing, so I would 
start singing to keep up the 
morale of the prisoners. 

Mother Marie-Helene, in a 
letter to me, once wrote that 
those prisoners who had not 
been killed and who came back 
to see her after the imr, often 
said that the one thing they 
remembered the most was the 
encouragement the young- 
est prisoner had given them. 
I used to always tell them to 
look ahead, that tomorrow the 
sun is going to shine. 

Among these prisoners was 
a woman who was in the camp 
because she and her young son 
had helped so many American 
pilots who had parachuted out 
of their planes. The woman 
lived at a sea resort. 

Believe it or not, a lot of 
these pilots who balled out were 
shot while they were in the 
air, but her boy would swim 
out and try to save the men, 
not knowing if they had been 
killed or not. 

The woman at that time was 
in her late forties. She was 



scarreu very badly and, when 
I saw her, she was a terrible 
sight. 

The woman herself couldn't 
talk about it, but a Red Cross 
worker explained to me that 
her lower arm and her upper 
arm had been slashed by the 
Germans then the arm bent, 
so that as it healed, it grew 
together, so that her arm was 
permanently bent at the elbow, 
her hand up to her face. Her 
neck had been cut also so that 
her head was bent toward that 
arm and shoulder. It was a 
horrible sight. 

Her boy came out of it with 
no legs. 

They had thrown him on the 
death pile to be shoved Into the 
gas chamber, but when the Am- 
ericans came and had to dis- 
pose of the bodies. . .piles and 
piles of them an Ameri- 
can colonel saw a movement. 
The boy was still alive among 
all those dead people. Gang- 
rene had set In and both legs 
had to be amputated. 

My meeting with this woman 
was a heartbreaking experience 
because I had known her before 
. . . .and when I saw her in this 
condition, after the war, I could- 
n't look at "her. 

While 1 was in prison, Mother 
Marie-rHelene gave me a needle, 
and I made myself a little slip. 
I tore pieces of material from 
a mattress cover, 1 also made 
hankerchiefs; 1 still have them. 
I embroidered them with my

caught, I was still safe, because 
had they been caught, 1 don't 
believe they could have sus- 
tained the torture that I had. 
We were only able to talk 
about three minutes. 

The man who had spoken to 
me as I was being led from my 
trial was the man who had ar- 
ranged my mother's visit, 

1 was encouraged and went 
back to my cell, hoping that 
the days would go by fast. I 
was no longer being interogat- 
ed, but the fear that others 
would be picked up was with 
me constantly. This fear was 
tearing me to pieces. 

One day we received a pack- 
age from the Red Cross. It con- 
tained Jell-o, so you know it was 
American. The girls didn't luiow 
what to do with it so we drank 
it. It was delicious, we were 
starving. 

Another delicious food that 
I remember was a day when 
we got a piece of butter and a 
little square piece of sugar. I 
placed the butter on the top of 
that sugar and I licked it. I 
put it down then picked it up 
and licked it some more. Then 



the sugar got wet, and was 
soon ^ne, but it tasted so 
good. 

Then came Christmas Day, 
1943, and I was going tome. 

My mother, brother and an 
uncle came for me. We went 
to the rallrc^d station but I 
couldn't tell you if it was cold. 
If it was tot, what kind of day 
it was, I was so mixed up. 

You would think that I would 
be very, very happy to leave, 
but I would be lying if I said 
I was. 

I felt so sorry, so very, very 
badly that I had to leave the 
other prisoners. I didn't know 
what would become of them. 
Just the week that I left a Ger- 
man woman took over the pri- 
son cells, and this is why I 
was so concerned for the poor 
women I was leaving. The Ger- 
man women were known to have 
no mercy, and show no mercy. 
They must have been at one 
time prison pards, I think. 

But, I am going home.

The 26-year old, well-bred 
Allyn Macy Is obviously still 
a virgin, though not necesser- 
ily by choice. Her warm nature 
added to the pomposity of her 
finace' are the bases for her 
complex. And the complex^ 
which has her on a "champ- 
agne toot" didn't start until 
her engagement to the stuffed 
shirt of a Mama's boy. 

She drinks champagne and 
has an uncontrollable urge to 
throw off her clothes right down 
to the bare essentials. And she 
always gives in to her urges. 
This is so disconcerting to the 
Junior executive that be Invites 
his "late 40's" uncle, who 
holds the somewhat dubious ti- 
tle of "lay analyst", to enter 
the case. Obviously his ent- 
rance is supposed to be strict- 
ly professional, but in plays 
about the eternal triangle it 
just doesn't turn out that way. 

The situation Is fUnny enou^ 
and perhaps will come off much 
better than it did opening nlg^t. 
But for this to occur, the first 
act could be cut drastically and 
the pace throughout could be 
picked up considerably. The 
play is overdone by the east 
of characters and the direct- 
or, until the farce becomes 
almost a slapstick piece. Iliere 
Is really enough humor wltii- 
out "hamming it up". 

Barbara Eilberg, as the gal 
with the strange complex Is 
terrific. She cavorts around 
the stage beautifully. Her&clal .^, 
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e]q;>resslons, her comedy tim- 
ing and her stage movements 
are entirely ftinny and great. 

The trouble is she can't do 
It alone. Danny Gunn, as her 
stuffy boyfriend is badly mis- 
cast. He is a good actor in his 
own right, but is not right for 
the part. He makes valiant at- 
tempts to carry it off, but his 
attempts fall short of the mark. 

David Lang is another fine 
actor. In Stage Door's last pro- 
duction he was nothing short 
of tremeiulous. But as the an- 
alyst, be Is only adequate. He 
does a nice job, but again is 
just not right for the role. Act- 
ually, he was not originally cast 
In the play and filled In at the 
last minute. 

The set and costumes, hand- 
led by Jan Ewlng and Shotzy 
MargoUoos respectlvely,de- 
serves praise. Both were fine 
assets to the production. 

Perhaps this one call pull 
together, but on opening night 
it was not up to the profession- 
al standards we have come to 
expect of this and all other 
dinner theatres.

A new Justice of the Peace 
system being started in greater 
Virginia Beach is "part of the 
overall' modernization of our 
court system," according to 
Municipal Court Judge George 
W, Valtos. 

Judge Robert S. Wahab, senior 
judge of Virginia Beach Circuit 
Court,toldthe VIRGINIA BEACK 
SUN that the number of J.P.'s 
--eleven--ls provided for in the 
city charter, and they are going 
on a fixed-salary basis. 

The system will revolve 
around the placing of two J.P.'s 
on duty daily at each of three 
precincts, each covering a 12 
hour shift. While the J.P. may 
not be physically present at 
the station, he will be no more 
than 10 to 15 minutes away, 
and available by phone. 

According to Municipal Court 
Judge George Valcos, the plan 
had been under study for the 
past 18 months. 

He said: "the step is part 
of the overall modernization of 
our present court system. This 
city is much larger than the 
average city, and it virtually 
was impossible, under our old 
system, to keep a J.P. on duty 
at all times".

SerlalixatioD of A Woman's Story will forever remain one of 
tbe most moving thii^ I've encountered. 

The story itself had a profound effect on me, perhaps because 
while to many they may seem years ago, the baH;>enings of 
World War n are still vivid in my memory. To those of us who 
took to the uniform, those years will always be "just like 
yesterday." 

More than that, though, Mary SigiUo's story has put me into 
close contact witti others whose stories, though not as cloak- 
aod-daggerisb perhaps as is Mary's are, nonetheless, every 
bit as stirring. 

Take for instance the Jewish woman. 

She was die first of many callers to speak of trembling hands 
that heU the paper containing Mary's story. 

The Jewish woman, with whom I sp&A an altemocm, has not 
until this time been able to talk much about her tragic life 
durii^ the war years. It was still tu too painful; she had 
much difncalty speaking (d it without becoming emotional. 
FurUiermore, She is now a beairtiful American, the war was 
many years ago, and she nw no reason to "bore" people with 
herst«7. 

^ The first (and only) call she made to me was rattier to find 
Mary. The Jewish woman (TU call her Jan^ JMrown) was almost 
overcome wifli eaMtlOB, rinee^-^lte, too bad lived in Belgium 
and knew well the places and events tcrwUdTMary referred. 

It was, she said, as if she were being led back into the past; 
like thumbing throu^ the pages of an old, familiar book. 

W(NUd it be possible, she asked, to contact Mary? -- 

My agreement wtth Mary was ttiat her id«itity would not 
be revealed until itie ceries was complete, but I told Jane 
Brown Oai I would pass bar name on to Mary. 

They've since talked (witti much excitement, inddMtally) 
for hours and boors at a time Mary rqwrted, though they have 
yet to meet persraally. 

Unlike Mary, Jane Brown has nothing ... no mementoes, 
letters or even pictares to ronlnd her of her Ufe in Bdgium. 

Her ttorj penll^sharply tbat of Anne Frank. 

Like Anne's funily, Jane's tunily lived for almost a jeu 
behind boarded iq) wiiidows and doors in their comfortable 
home la Belglnm. 

Only two close friends and neighbors knew they were in 
the home; ttiese Mends manged from time to time to slip 
food in to tbum, Mo^y, tbooflli, tttey lived on stored food; 
their diet varied UtOe, Jane sakL 

She recalled how her fattier, in an effort to keep up the 
fifflUy's morale, wooki, witti great fanfare, oftra ask, "And 
how would yon Uk» your sardines tonight?" 

Her OMttia', she said, was ttie first to reach the breaking 
point. Ste recalM tbat (»e time ttie little tzmily (she had one 
sister) almost bad to retort to physical restraint to keep her 
fflottier from bursUnf tmn ttie bouse. Her mcHber, she said, 
«^, njring she would almost rattier be a i»l8oner of ttie 
Germans tfu a prisoner in her own home. 

Her parenis fere ttie only two rraiaining members of both 
lunllies to dKwee to rMuiin ttMre rather ttian maketteir 
vay to America i^e ttiey cookl stiU get oiA (tf tmope. They 
chose to stey, she said, desiAte repeated efforts of her umts 
and uKles to conrlnee tti«n Oat ttiey should flee. 

Her parents, she said, were mild-mannered, quiet tailors. 
Their bi^nees w«i a good one. Her fattier refbsed to believe 
th^ any harm would «wietottiera.Heeven felt ttiat ttie Germans 
wouki never Invade their cofniry.

My grandmother had made a 
great delicious dinner, but I 
couldn't eat. I couldn't even 
cry. I felt that I had lost con- 
tact with some of the most 
wonderful people I'd ever

My mother was a barber, 
you know, and lieople, very good 
friends, came in but you don't 
trust them. We had a doorbell 
and every time that doorbell 
rang, I felt like running. 

I was home but I was not 
really free. There was the con- 
stant fear. I didn't want any- 
one to contact me because I 
felt that we would be under 
surveillance for quite some 
time. 

About a week after I came 
home I received a letter written 
in English from a Belgian lieu- 
tenant who had been in Brussels 
and in his letter he spoke about 
the underground services. It 
was a special delivery letter, 
in which he said he had follow- 
ed my career and imprison- 
ment. He was in prison, but 
I didn't know why. He needed 



my help, but I was taking no 
chances, so I never replied 
to his letter. I still have that 
letter. Maybe I could have writ- 
ten to the prison but I was not 
ready to become involved. I 
Just wanted to be left alone for 
a while. 

After I had been home for 
about two weeks, I began mak- 
ing handkerchiefs embroidered 
with Glory for Belgium ... and 
an American flag and a Belgium 
flag. We sold them, my brother 
and I, and the money we gave 
to the underground. 

Soon, though, I realized I 
couldn't hold out any longer: 
I joined the underground again. 
I went to the French section, 
to the city where Arthur was 
from, and I contacted head- 
quarters. I talked to the chief; 
I told him that Felix was a 
traitor, but I knew that he 
didn't believe me. He gave me 
the impression that this was 
all in my head . . . that I'd been 
in prison, that Arthur had been 
executed and that 1 just wanted 
revenge. He did tell me though 
that he would follow up my ad- 
vice, and soon after that I was 
called to headquarters and 
asked to repeat my whole story. 
This was in January of 1944. 

In May, Felix was shot. 

It was proven that he was 
a traitor. 

Felix worked as a guard for 
the railroad station. The guards 
wear blue shirts and blue hats, 
but underneath his uniform he 
wore a black shirt. He was 
an SS trooper. 

He was shot by a Belgian, 
who then ran over to the police

station and said that someone 
was lying in the street. 

TTie first person to arrive 
at the scene was the brother 
of Arthur Van Brook who had 
worked with Arthur Libre and 
had been executed with Arthur.

You know, the under- 
ground workers are not crim- 
inals or thieves . . . they are 
people who are simply working 
hard for the liberation of their 
country and for the people that 
they love so much.

This was in May . . .ibikI \ 
continued with the undergrc^ind 
services until in June, I was 



notified ttirough the BBC that 
La Pomme est Verte ... the 
apple is green. If and ^en this 
message came out, oSr group 
was to meet in a small pro- 
vince of Belgium. We went to 
meet the Canadians. 

I rode into our town on the 
first Canadian tank. This was 
the liberation. 

Flags were waving, pe(^e 
were singing as the Canadians 
came in. 

Meanwhile, I made contact 
with Arthur's parents. One bro- 
ther was still missing, tte old- 
est one, and so was the tatber. 
The youngest brother was borne; 
they were in hiding. 

In 1945, Arthur's mother 
came to my house. Sbe said, 
Mary, I was contacted by the 
Red Cross today, and ttiey told 
me that I was to go to the 
city hall to look at some mat- 
erial, possibly belonging to 
Arttair.

•" "My flitli*r opened the toot and within mlnutM toe ftwrrf 
us were in the German car and cm our way. I bad nothing wm 
me but my pUlow. No one said a word. 

« After a littte while, the car stopped at a large building 
and my sister and I were taken from the car and turned over 
to other German SS men. 

For some reason I had taken a pillow from our house and 
as the caf sped off, my only thought, as I stood toere clutching 
it, was that I didn't even give Mama her pillow. 

I never saw my parents again. We hadn't even had time to 
say good-bye. 



Jane Brown now lives here at Virginia Beach, She was luckier 
than most, she said, since children, whoa they reached 15, 
were taken to work on German labor ^ms. 

At the time she was 14 and her sister was 11. 

Jane and her sister remained in an orphanage. Jane, like 
Mary, emjAislaed that the sound of the Germans' boots was 
one of the most frightening sounds of the war. Many times 
during the night, the Germans would approach her bunk and she 
and her sister would huddle together in stark terror lest they 
be s^arated and Jane taken away to work. The Germans 
questioned ttie nun in cinrge several times but fortimately 
they always passed Jane by. 

It wasn't until after the war Uiat tite girls learned of their 
parents' fate. A friend who was in the same concentration camp 
with her parents managed to escape and contacted Jane. She 
told her that her parents boOi died in a gas chamber, tboui^ 
not t(%etber. 

Jane and her sister, the trl&iA told her might well have died 
too had not their father and the friend been successftd in dis- 
suading her mother from having her children with her. 

The choice was her mother's. By signing a (k)cument, she 
could have had the girls with her if she wished and sbe did so 
wish. 

At the time, she was unaware tiat she would die, and even if 
she had been, the mother felt that the family should be together. 

There was tte chance, die mother felt, diat her two daughters 
would meet horrible deaths or be tortured, so better that she 
have them in her arms. 

No, argued the friend and the father. The girls maybe will 
have a diance to live. 

The mother relented and agreed npt.tp sign what surely 
would have been Jane and her sister's doi&^ii^rants. 

After the war, her relatives traced the girls to tbe orphanage 
and arranged for them to come to America. Sie never again saw 
her Belgian home which fell into German hands, and tbou^ 
she'd like to some day, she says it is hi^y unlikely.

Control of Water Bills 
Debated Once More 



A long-standing dispute over 
fresh water has broken out again 
between the City of Virginia 
Beach and the City of Norfolk, 
with the question of an area- 
wide water supply system in 
the forefront. 

City Manager W. Russell 
Hatchett recently disclosed that 
he has been negotiating with 
Norfolk City Manager Thomas 
F. Maxwell on some form of 
water agreement. 

While the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN could not learn details of 
recent discussions between 
Hatchett and Maxwell, they pre- 
sumably involved the question of 
distribution as well as supply. 

Virginia Beach officials have 
contended for some time that 
they should control the distri- 
bution of water and the fixing 



of water rates within Virginia 
Beach. 

Under an existing contract, 
the City of Norfolk supplies 
water to some suburban areas 
of greater Virginia Beach and 
reportedly charges home- 
owners twice the normal rate 
charged within Norfolk. 

Virginia Beach city officials 
have over the years publicly 
opposed the higher rates. 

Some officials and Sidneys. 
Kellam, chief water negotiator 
for Virginia Beach In past years, 
proposed at various times an 
areawlde water system involv- 
ing Norfolk.Portsmouth, Chesa- 
peake and Virginia Beach, and 
long-range studies. 

Norfolk officials have re- 
peatedly rejected the proposal, 
claiming it would raise the cost 
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of water to consumers and be 
at the financial disadvantage of 
Norfolk. Or at least, Maxwell 
has oMJosed the idea In the 
public press. 

The latest water dispute de- 
veloped when F. Reld Ervln, 
of the Good Government As- 
sociation here, wrote letters 
to the managers of all four 
cities, proposing a professional 
feasibility study of the area- 
wide water system Idea. 

The water dispute between 
Norfolk and Virginia Beach has 
raged periodically, with the 
greatest fuss about the time 
the present city was formed 
through merging old Virginia 
Beach and Princess Anne County 
in 1963. 

At that time, Norfolk City 
Council refused to supply water

Complaints which recently 
went to City Hal I from the Prin- 
cess Anne Plaza and Aragona 
Village areas of greater Vir- 
ginia Beach are hardly new, in 
the sense of being a first -time 
matter. 

We refer specificdily to com- 
plaints that a foul smell lingers 
In the air at times, apparently 
coming from sewage-treatment 
lagoons. The lagoons are part 
of temporary treatment sys- 
tems approved some years ago 
for health purposes, while city 
officials waited for the Hampton 
Roads Sanitation District Com- 
mlssion to provide proper 
ficilities in our city's suburbs. 

The problem of odor, re- 
portedly aggravated this time 
by a form of discoloration on 
some Plaza houses, is limited 
to only small sections of the 
large Plaza and Aragona sub- 
divisions. But it deserves full 



attention, since residents in 
both areas have pride in their 
neighborhoods. 

Now that the Sanitation Dis- 
trict Commission is extending 
sewage collector lines along 
Virginia Beach Boulevard, per- 
haps it is time for the city 
government to re view the entire 
matter of private sewage-treat- 
ment systems here. 

City Manager W. Russell 
Hatchett's prompt move to have 
city and state health officials 
investigate the latest com- 
plaints, as requested by Vice 
Mayor Robert B. Cromwell and 
Councilman Lawrence Marshall, 
is a step in the right direction. 

If City Hall follows through 
with firm action. It will ease 
a problem which has brought 
justifiable complaints from 
time to time. This should be 
the last time.

Are Monday Holidays 
Really Necessary? 

An area-wide legislative committee, r^>resaiting Chambers 
of Commerce in Virginia Beach and otoer communities souto 
of Hampton Roads on national laws, recei^y announced support 
for legislation before toe U. S. Congress to have all major 
holidays fall on Mondays. 

This Sun Report offers readers position statements from toe 
National Association of Manufacturers (NAM) on toe holiday 
question. 

The idea of uniform Monday holidays is drawing 
rather widespread support, for many people feel 
that the innovation would be beneficial to employ- 
ers, employees, and the public generally. 

A Senate bill (S. 1217) provides that Memorial 
Day would be observed on the last Monday in May; 
Independence Day on the first Monday in July; Vet- 
erans Day on the last Monday in October; and 
Thanksgiving Day on the fourth Monday in Novem- 
ber. In addition, Washington's Birthday would be 
designated as "President's Day" and fall on the third 
Monday in February. 

This proiM>sed legislation would be an intelligent 
step toMard more efficient operation of our indus- 
trial system and enable employees to utilize holi- 
day time more eflfcKitively. 

Uniform Monday holidays would tend to lessen 
absenteeism and by reducing the number of holi- 
day shutdowns in the middle of the week would 
make plant oi>eration more economical. 

In a change of this magnitude it is important that 
sufficient lead time be provided to enable state leg- 
islators to take similar action. It is also necessary 
that employees and the public have lime to make 
appropriate plans, and unions and management to 
adjust the holiday clauses in their contracts. 

It is urged that S. 1217 be approved, the law be- 
coming effective on the first day of January of the 
third year following the date of enactment. 

***** 

The "Patent Reform Act of 1967," providing 
for a major revision of the United States Patent 
System, is designed to reduce the time and expense 
of obtaining a patent. It would also speed public 
disclosure of scientific information, and bring the 
American system into closer harmony with those 
of other nations. 

A major feature of the bill is the proposed estab- 
lishment of a firsl-to-file procedure. Under the pres* 
ent law, when two or more inventors separately 
apply for a patent on the same invention, the ques- 
tion of which one has priority often leads to long 
and costly court proceedings. Tlie new system would 
give priority to the first person filing an application 
ior a patent, a system that is used by other indus- 
trial nations.

In her 
unthinking way Corie matches 
him with with her staid, very 
proper, upper niiddle class 
mother. Mother proves to be 
quite a swinger, though, and is 
a "good sport." 

All of this is watched with a 
somewhat detached eye by the 
groom, who is a calm lawyer 
most of the time; that is, until 
a terrific argument comes a- 



long and he begins to crack 
when he has to plan his own 
divorce. 

Corie just doesn't understand 
why her husband won't go bare- 
foot in the park In the middle 
of February; thus the title and 
the premise. 

Arden Staroba, as Corie, is 
vivacious and exuberent in all 
the uright ways, and is quite 
good as the loveable nut. Her 
little girl hair styles, possibly ' 
designed to give her more 
youth, detract, from her good 
looks, however. 

Paul Iddings, as her husband, 
turns in one of the finest per- 
formances of his long and ill- 
ustrious career. He is out- 
standing as the calm under- 
standing and long-suffering 
lawyer, but is even more out- 
standing as the drunk and no 
longer neat, screaming irate 
husband. 

Sandra MoClung portrays the 
mother with every Inch of re- 
serve within her, and the re- 
sult is not only a fine char- 
acterization but also a re- 
markable piece of underplay. 
Her comedy timing is again 
beautiful, as usual. Perhaps she 
could have been outwardly aged 
just a bit more, however. 

Frank Staroba plays the aging 
romeo with lots of heart and 
gusto, and gives the play a nice 
balance. Roby Brown, in a bit 
role as the telephone repair- 
man, again proves his ability 
at comedy and wins deserved 
sypplause both times he leaves 
the stage. Robert Hutchinson 
rounds out the cast as a de- 
livery man who overwheezes 
after climbing all those stairs, 
but never says a word. 

The production is a fine one 
in every way, and a pleasant 
rendition of this frothy bit of 
comedy.

landing strip, he told tiiem that 
he thought there were bodies 
buried there and they started 
digging.

There are tiwse who are con- 
vinced that puttli« money under 
the mattress is the only way of 
safeguarding It. But, Is It safe? 
Ten thousand dollars tucked 
away In such safety In 1941 would 
be worth only $4500 today be- 
cause money is worth exactly 
what It will buy and no more. 
Even the bride who has beai 
shopping for a year for her 
small household Is aware of 
rising prices. She can buy less 
and less for the same number 
of dollars. This is inflation 
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"E)q)ect the unexpected. 

"That should be the watch- 
word of all motorists at all 
times, but especially during 
the peak hours of school traf- 
fic in the morning and after- 
noons," Reeves E. Johnson, 
chief of Virginia Beach bureau 
of Traffic and Safty Engineering, 
recently said in speaking of the 
united community effort being 
make to reduce traffic casual- 
-4ies to school children by the 
Virginia Beach Bureau of Safety 
and the Governor's Highway 
Safety Committee. 

"Children are often vatpre- 
dlctable in their action/' 
Johnson said. "This is es- 
pecially true during the stresses 
and strains of growing up. 

"Despite repeated warnings 
from parents and from school 
people not to jaywalk, or beat 
the light, or run in a street

after a ball, children are apt 
to forget these warnings and 
walk or run right into danger. 
"While we are all united 
in a common drive against the 
senseless killings of our child- 
ren by motor vehicles each 
year, we must always be pre- 
pared for the unexpected, and 
keep alert whenever near an 
area where children may be 
walking or playing near the 
street. 

"Many of the 109 children 
killed and the several thousand 
Injured In Virginia traffic 
crashes over the past year 
were the tragic consequences 
of impulsive actions on the 
parts of children," the chief 
said. 

While we as parents and 
teachers are doing our best 
to teach children how to protect 
themselves, he said, statistics 
show we are not doing enough 
to insure the safety of our 
children. We must depend, 
therefore, on the motorist and 
enlist his cooperation In re- 
membering his own safety 
practices even if a child oc- 
casionally forgets them. 

"The motorist who always 
e;9)ects the unexpected from 
children and who drives ac- 
cordingly, recognizes the 
problem and Is doing his part 
to save our children," Johnson 
concluded, "so that drivers will 
be able to avoid a crash should 
a child forget."

despised anyone lor tnese 
actions, she made me realize 
that I ! couldn't condemn the en 
tire country for the actions of 
a few. 

Between Christmas, 1943, and 
the liberation, we had formed 
a small group of underground 
workers that were working for 
the Army Beige. We were a 
band uf musicians so we could 
have our rehearsals (meetings) 
and we were free to travel here 
and there, and work at the same 
time. 

After the liberation I was 
given an office of my own in 
which 1 worked with all the 
heads of the underground. We 
did mostly research, trying to 
locate those persons who had 
been In prison. It was here 
that 1 saw the boys who were 
leaving for the front lines. While 
our country was liberated, the 
war was still going on. 

The mayor that had been here 
during the war had been exe- 
cuted as a collaborator. The 
women who had befriended the 
German soldiers had their loir 
shaved off. They were made 
public spectacles. 

But soon 1 felt that I had 
not really completed my mis- 
sion. One of the Canadian of- 
ficers had told me of the flut- 
ing going on toward Holland . . 
that Belgian underground work- 
ers were fighting along with 
the Canadians. I felt I had to 
do my share.

It will some day connect with 
the north end of King's Grant 
Road and include existing In- 
lynnview Road in the Robin- 
hood Forest and T rant wood 



The development of new high- 
ways by requiring developers 
to set aside rights of way along 
routes in a regional hi^way 
plan has been a practice of the 

areas of Lynnhaven Borough. 

When the east-west highway 
will be completed its full length 
apparently hinges on the state's 
highway building program, par- 
ticularly in relation to high- 
level bridges, needed across 
both branches of the Lynnhaven. 

City Planning Commission for 
years, under policies set by 
City Council.

A.J. Chewning HI, consultant 
for the municipal building pro- 
gram at ttie Municipal Center, 
told council that the overall 
cost of the program will require 
about $500,000 more in finan- 
cing ttian the city expected when 
voters approved $2.6 million in 
bond issues for the city build- 
ings last year. 

He said rising labor and ser- 
vice cos^, particularly the 
minimum wage, and the pur- 
chase of more land for future 
use at the Municipal Center 
accounted for the increased fin- 
ancial need. "We do not need it 
at this time," he said, "but 
it will be needed before the pro- 
ject is complete" in late 1968. 

A new Municipal Courts 
Building, a Welfare Building 
and a central h«>atlnf plMA4»e 
among structures already being 
built at Princess Anne Court 
House as part of the Municipal 
Center.

Court Suits Stir 
Two City Halls 



Elected officials in botti Vir- 
ginia Beach and Norfolk are 
having their troubles with court 
suits these days. 

In Norfolk's Court of Law 
and Chaiicery last week, a mo- 
tion for judgment was filed by a 
plaintiff, identified as Benjamin 
E. Gildersleeve, against the 
City of Norfolk, a municipal 
corporation. 

It asked the court to award 
$10,000 as damages, and it 
alleged "collusive action of the 
city inspired by a desire to 
permit a citizen to occupy and 
appropriate a portion of a city 
street for personal and private 
use and gain. . ." 

The suit alleges ttiat Norfolk 
City Council on July 24, 1962, 
apprcH»|ated $ 1 ,750 for the pur- 
peae w ntt-fadng a street and 
allowing a cul-de-sac, and 
Mayor Roy B. Martin Jr. (then 
a councilman) voted against the 
appropriation, while six other 
councilmen voted for it.

Sen. Byrd Asks Probe 
Of Norfolk Report 



U.S. Sen. Harry F. Byrd Jr. 
apparently has asked the U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) to 
inv^tigate allegations of profit 
making on the Rosemont re- 
development project in the 
Norview area of nei^boring 
Norfolk, 

Byrd said in a letter to Barry 
D. Willis Jr., a frequent critic 
of the Norfolk Redevelopmwit 
and Housing Authority, that he 
read a published article at>out 
Rosemont "with great care and 
I have asked the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
to give me a full report on It." 

The letter, released byWlllis 
to ttie VIRGINIA BEACH SUN, 
was dated Sept. 19, 1967. It 



apparently was a prompt reply 
to one which Willis had written 
to the Virginia senator cm Sept. 
16, acrompanied by an article 
published inaweeklynewsiaper 
in Norfolk. 

WilUs said in his letter ttiat 
the Rosemont project "is but 
another example of the waste, 
extravagance, and misdirected 
effort of HUD to provide so- 
called housing for low income 
and other citizens." 

He alleged that redevelopment 
authorities condemned the land 
of poor Negro citizens and 
turned around and offered ttiem 
$17,500 houses that are not 
selling for more than $13,500 
in other sections of the city. 

"The whole deal is a grandi- 
ose scheme by the so-called 



"establishment" of Norfolk to 
make a quick buck at the expense 
of the federal government and 
the rest of the taxpayers," 
Willis alleged. 

He did not mention any speci- 
fic agoicy in bis letter, but 
apparently was attacking the 
Norfolk Redevelopment and 
Housing Authority. 

The authority, which arranged 
the Rosemont project with ap- 
proval of Norfolk City Council, 
recently defended it and a devel- 
opment firm, Renewal, Inc. In 
general, the authority contended 
that the costs of houses in the 
project are higher than expected 
because of soil problems, in- 
creased building costs, site im- 
provements planned and weather 
problems, among other thinp.

The plaintiff further alleges 
that Martin, as a result of 
friendship for a Mr. &imuel B. 
Am^ Jr., who resided on the 
street in question, later made a 
motion tohavetheai^ropriatlon 
ordinance repealed, and it was 
repealed in early 1963. 

That action, the suit alleges, 
met a desire of Ames to pre- 
serve "his village green." 

Meanwhile, fthe^-e ^ere at 
least these developments in 
recent days on court suits invol- 
ving other elected officials in 
Norfolk and Virginia Beach: 

State Sen. Henry Howell of 
Norfolk, named a co-defendant 
with Landmark Communica- 
tion, Inc., in a $50,000 suit 
filed by a Virginia Beach girl, 
filed a petition to remove the 
case from Virginia Beach Cir- 
cuit Court to U.S.Distrid Court 
in Norfolk. 

Landmark Communications, 
Inc., filed an answer in the same 
case, denying allegations of 
"fraud, deceit and the libel 
and slajider" of the girl. 

The corporation, which pub- 
lishes The Virginia-Pilot and 
Ledger-Star, also asked ttiat 
the suit be dismissed, claiming 
a newspaper story involved was 
based on privileged information. 

In another case filed in Vir- 
ginia Beach Circuit Court, by 
Councilman G. Dewey Simmons, 
an attorn^ for State Sen. Howell 
filed a demurer, claiming the 
motion for judgment is "in- 
sufficient in law." 

In this case, Simmons said 
he will ask the court for a 
judgment "against you and each 
of you" for the sum of $1 
million. Whether this means 
$1 million from each of four 
co-defeiMlants, or from all, s^ 
parently in open to interpreta- 
tion. 

The other defendants were 
identified as Landmark Com- 
munications, Inc.; Frank Batten, 
publisher of The Virginia-Pilot; 
Robert Mason, editor of Oie 
paper, and Howell. The suit 
alleges a conspiracy to Influ- 
ence the outcome of July 11 
elections in Virginia Beach and 
Norfolk. 

The demurer filed by Howell's 
attorney indicated he might seek 
to remove the case to federal 
court.

Lower Ratio 
Wins Favor 
With Cox 

PR. ANNE BOROUGH-School 
Supt. Frank W. Cox is support- 
ing a move to have the 1968 
General Assembly change the 
formula for reimbursing public 
school systems for classroom 
teachers. 

Cox commented on the move 
when School Board Chairman 
J.W. Bufflngton asked him what 
effect the city's low jxipll- 
teacher ratio would have on re- 
gaining funds from the State 
of Virginia. 

This was after a report to the 
board on the teacher situation 
at the September board meeting. 

"I would like to see the State 
requirements lowered, perhaps 
to 27 for elementary schools," 
Cox said. 

Later, Supt. Cox said, "It 
stands to reason that the lower 
the ratio, the better education 
for the students. That's why 
we would like a lower require- 
ment." 

Cox ejqplalned that the city 
is reimbursed (from state taxes) 
for teachers by a formula based 
on average dally attendance in 
classes. The State requires 
average dally pupil attendance 
of 30 in elementary classes and 
23 for secondary. 

"What many parents don't 
realize is that the state formula 
ai^lies to classroom teachers 
only. Iliere are about 100 addi- 
tional teachers on the element- 
ary level and 50 to 60 on the 
secondary." These, 'be said. 
Include librarians, music teach- 
ers, resource, guidance, reme- 
dial, etc.

With that command, the Vir- 
ginia Beach Police Division's 
newly constructed weapons 
range on LeRoy Drive opened 
last week— southeast of Prin- 
cess Anne Court House. 

During training on the range. 




Among the outstanding phases 
of the range training is teaching 
the officer to draw his revolver, 
fire five rounds, reload his re- 
volver, and fire five more 
rounds within 25 seconds. 

Qualification on the course is 
based on a "point" system, 
keyed to scores on life-sized 
each man receives instruction 
in the firing of a service re- 
volver from various positions, 
including prone, sitting, kneel- 
ing, and from the hip in a crouch 
position. 

Each man also is trained to 
fire from behind a barricade 
in such a manner as to not 
expose his body to an adver- 
sary. The men also are taught 
to fire accurately with either 
hand, in the event location of 
a barricade may put them in 
an awkward position.

Every man is required to 
periodically qualify on the 
range, by completing what is 
referred to as the "P.P.C.", 
Practical Pistol Course. During 
this qualification, each man 
fire fifty rounds at a given tar- 
get as he moves from one 
location to another at various 
distances on the weapons range. 

Revolvers must be bolstered, 
as the man moves from one 
position to another. Each man 
is scored on his accuracy as 
he moves over th e cour se within 
six minutes and ten seconds. 

The range is being used for 
a new compulsory firearms 
training course, which every 
man in the police department 
must complete. 

The course is under the di- 
rection of Capt. R.C. Davis, 
C.O. of the 2nd Police Precinct 
in the Beach borough. He Is 
assisted by Lt. F.S. Krahenbill 
and Sgt. E.F. Buzzy. 

Training in the use and firing 
of weapons on the range is unler 
the guidance of Agent Elmer 
W. Raper, one of the top in- 
structors at the FBI Academy 
at Quantico, Va., and Agent 
H. Curtis Burrell, fire arms 
instructor attached to the Nor- 
folk office of the FBI. 

Prior to going on the weapons 
range, each police officer is 
given a period of classroom 
toistruction at the 2nd Police 
Precinct. These sessions con- 
sist of lectures and films on

It seems City Manager W. 
Russell Hatchett Just won't give 
up on trying to stimulate local 
interest in horse racing for 
greater Virginia Beach. 

A couple of years back, he 
tossed out the idea of a voter 
referendum here on whether 
our city should have some type 
of pari-mutuel horse racing as 
a major tourist attaction for 
future years. 

Needless to say, some local 
people are interested in the 
'ponies,' too. A certain northern 
ocean city proved that. 

A few days ago, the city 
manager noted Kentuclcy, Mary- 
land and West Virginia have 
racing, while Virginia's laws 
sort of frownon animals trotting 
or galloping around an oval with 
some green stuff on the nose. 

Hatchett also made it clear 
he's thinking about the ponies 
for the green stuff it could bring 
into the city's treasury. No 
mention thus far of what it 
might take out of the treasury 
for welfare bills. 

Please don't gallop to the 
conclusion we oppose pari- 
mutuel betting here, or just 
plain horse racing or pony rac- 
ing. That would be like closing 
the door before H i Pliii se got 
out of the bam. A loyf questions 
have to be considered before 
most reasonable people can de- 
cide whether to push, or fight. 

At the moment, however, 
there is a more important de- 
bate ahead on something of 
longer-standing interest in 
greater Virginia Beach— the 
question of whether our people 



and those in other Virginia 
communities should have the 
right to vote on "whiskey by 
the drink," or "local option". 

The Virginia Beach Chamber 
of Commerce,area homebulld- 
ers, the Virginia Municipal 
League and others have endors- 
ed some type of legislation to 
change the state's buy-by-the- 
bottle law. And opposition is 
stirring around at least the 
Richmond area. 

Incidentally, the Virginia 
Restaurant Association at a 
meeting here last week decided 
to take no po,sltion on the ques- 
tion. "We'll abide by whatever 
the people want," a spokesman 
said. 

If the 1968 General Assembly 
does enact legislation allowing 
the home folks to have a vote 
on the whiskey question, the 
legislators should have some 
pretty tight controls in the law 
on how, where and to whom a 
drink could be dispensed. 

Without firm assurances that 
it would be better than the 
present state-controlled sys- 
tem, the right to vote could 
properly be the right to vote 
'No'. 

The VIRGINIA BEACH SUN^ 
already has cast an editoriaf 
'No' on another legislative pro- 
posal, incidentally, although the 
Virginia Municipal League re- 
cently endorsed it. 

That proposal is the Norfolk- 
sponsored idea of a payroll 
tax for cities. And since our 
obstinate neighbors brought it 
up again— No! Nol Nol

Anyway, we wish he would 
have noted also that commercial 
TV keeps housewives from being 
bored; might hurt the eyes of 
children and . sell more eye 
glasses, confuses local resi- 
dents over whether the Car- 
dinals are birds, baseball play- 
ers or football players, and 
definitely makes educational TV 
more appealing to many. 

Now, since we wrote a few 
critical comments about TV, 
consider us an intellectual, 
whatever that means, since in- 
tellectualism could really be 
egoism.

Planned at Pembroke 



BAYSIDE BOROUGH-While 
some residents of greater Vir- 
ginia Beach are busy discover- 
ing America, others are plan- 
ning to live In a new community 
here which has touches of 
Americana and a five-year war- 
ranty on houses. 

The new 500-lot subdivision, 
called Pembroke Meadows, 
opened last weekend a mile north 
of Pembroke Mall, about 5 miles 
from the Chespeake Bay Bridge 
from the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge-Tunnel and where a fu- 
ture four-lane highway (Pem- 
broke Boulevard) will inersect 
with existing Independence Bou- 
levard.

Mary Finds Happiness

I was commissioned a lieu- 
tenant in the Army Beige, and 
on a Sunday afternoon, I left 
Renalx on a truck with the boys 
that were volunteering to fight. 

When the truck arrived at oyr 
destination, I was given a mili- 
tary jacket, and military in- 
signia s but most important of 
all, my assignment. 

I was to be a liaison officer 
between the Canadians and the 
Belgian underground. I was sent 
right to the front lines, where 
I stayed until the Canadian regi- 
ment to which I was attached 
left. We left at the same time; 
our mission was completed. 

All this time, working with 
members of the underground, 
we would come face to face 
with many German prisoners 
but there was no hate, really, 
for these Germans. It was only 
the SS. I have to admit that as 
young Iwys indoctrinated into 
the SS, they became hated and 
so when they were caught, must 
of the time they were shot. 

But my mission was com- 
pleted and 1 returned home. 
Then began the correspondence 
...with mothers, wives and 
sweethearts of the boys who had 
been executed. 

There was no glory. The re- 
ward came from within. On a 
visit to the American consulate, 
when 1 was trying to make- 
arrangements to come back to 
America, one of the officers 
told^^ngjhat he knew all about 
me and what I had been doing. 
He asked me to tell him, in 
my own words, why I went 
through what I did. 

How do I answer it? Now, 23 
years later, I've forgotten a 
lot. . .but it is the people I re- 
member. . .the faces and voices 
that 1 remember so well. 

So on Oct. 30, 1946, we came 
back to America.
